Nations 


ROME, Aug. 12.—Ihe opinion is ex- 


pressed at Rome that the terms are 
rather severe on Russia, but that if 
the Japanese 
are 
sufficiently firm, 


Russia will end by accepting- as there 
is nothing in them, it is thought, de- 
rogatory to Russion pride. 


PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 12.—Russia's 


reply to the Japanese terms o£ peace 
will be delivered by Witte to Komura. 
at 9:30 o'clock tomorrow morning'. The 
reply is written, there being two texts, 
one in French, the other in English. 


Upon the two crucical points, indem- 


nity and the cession of the Island of 
Sakhalin, the reply Is an absolute non- 
possurnus. Other points are accepted 
as a basis for discussion, while others 
are accepted conditionally. 


The reply is rather long, because in 


enumerating the condition on which 
the discussion is admitted, and those 
on 
which 
consideration 
is 
'de- 


clined, reasons 
and 
arguments are 


given. The Japanese plenipotentiaries 
are expected to ask for an immediate 
adjournment to examine and prepare 
their reply. Monday is expected to be 
the day on which the real discussion 
of negotiations 
will 
begin. Neither 


side wishes to indulge in diplomatic 
sparring. The time for fencing is, over 
and less than a week 
must 
decide 


whether the basis is possible. 


The tactics of the Japanese are In- 


scrutable. They have shown through- 
out the war their ability to guard se- 
crets, military, naval and diplomatic, 
and now not the remotest clue corner 
from behind the closed doors as to 
whether they are prepared to make 
substantial concessions. 


If the conditions as submitted by the 


Japanese constitute their last word, 
all hope of peace may be regarded as 
having disappeared, if the feeling in 
Russian circles is a true criterion. And 
that no substantial concessions on the 
main issues will be made is the belief 
in both Russian and Japanese circles.

Southern Pacific Files Suit to Establish 


Title to One of Richest Properties 


in the Olinghouse Mineral 


District 


A suit \vhicli virtually affects 
the 


mining development of Nevada was 
filed in the district court by the Cen- 
tral Pacific railway against J. A. In- 
galls ^ and others, who own the Buster 
group near Olinghouse in the White 
Horse district yesterday morning. 


The corporation sues Mr. Ingalls and 


his associates for 
$!>5QO for trespass 


and rentals of the mining claim and a 
return of the property located by him 
in the White Horse district, as the 
location was made upDn a railroad sec" 
tion of land, property which the rail- 
road holds bv reason of its extensive 
land grant from the government. 


While similar suits have been filed 


in many of the Western states against 
prospectors and mine owners, and in 
nearly every case 
the 
corporations 


have lost, the action will put the own- 
ers of the claims to no little expensP 
in fighting the case. 


It is understood that instructions, 


for the commencement of the suit in 
the name of the Central Pacific came 
direct from San Francisco. The news 
that such an action had been instituted 
came as a bombshell to the Oling- 
house miners and those interested in 
White Horse district properties. 


While no disastrous results are an- 


ticipated, as the Olinghouse mining 
men feel sure in their belief that they1 
will win the suit, the matter led to! 
considerable 
unrest 
and speculation! 


among the many prospectors who are 
seeking gold in the new bonanza dis- 
trict. 


The mining men state that they have 


every assurance that their rights up- 
cn the railroad lands are valid. They 
cite in support of this contention aj 
clause in the patent which the govern-1 
tnent gives the Central Pacific which! 
does not include title to any of the [ 
mineral rights to the land which the I 
government gave the corporation un-1 
cler the extensive land grant, wnichi 
includes every alternate section for a 
distance o£ 10 miles on either side of 
the railroad. 


After describing the lands conveyed 


to the Central Pacific Railroad Com- j 
pany the woiding of the government's j 
patent to the corporation is af fol- 
lows' 


"Now know ye, that 
the 
United) 


States of America in consideration ofi 
the premises and pursuant to said acts 
of congress, have given and granted, 
and by these presents, do give and 
grant unto said Central Pacific Rail- 
road Company and its assigns, the 
tracts of land selected aforesaid, and 
described in the foregoing, yet ex- 
cluding and excepting, from the trans- 
fer of all mineral lands, should any 
such be found to exist, in the tracts 
described in the foregoing, but this 
exclusion and exception according to 
the term1; of the statutes, shall not be 
construed to include coal and iron 
lands." 


In its exact terms the suit brought 


by the Central Pacific road asks for 


judgment 
against 
Mr. Ingalls and 


others for $500 damages and $5000 for 
rentals, etc., for the land during the 
period it has been held by the de- 
fendant, as well as a return of the 
property which it is claimed was pre- 
vious to the first of the year held by 
the company, and 
from 
which the 


company was later 
ousted 
by the 


plaintiff. 


Practically one-fourth of the mines 


in the Olinghouse district would be 
effected by an adverse decision to the 
miners, as every other section in the 
district is owned by the railroad com- 
pany. 


"The miners and others interested 


in the district do not take the matter 
seriously," said a well known mining 
operator in the Olinghousa 'district. 
"At first blush the matter caused con- 
siderable excitement among those in- 
terested in the district, but there is 
really no good reason for apprehension. 


"The patents issued by the depart- 


ment of the interior to the railroad 
company follows the wording and ex- 
pressed terms of the federal land grant 
to the railroad companies, and I do 
not see how the railroad can expect 
to win the suit. The patents expressly 
state that the land conveyed is irre- 
spective of the mineral rights. It was 
apparently the intention of the govern- 
ment to leave open to development all 
mineral lands. Where 
a 
section is 


found upon which mineral locations 
have been made, the railroad company 
is given the privilege of selecting lieu 
lands elsewhere. 


"Np one can understand why the 


<?uit is brought. There can be but little 
doubt that the mineral privileges are 
excluded from the granted lands, and 
what the corporation's motives are 
seem to be a mystery to every one." 


R. L. Fulton, of the land department 


of the Southern. Pacific, when asked 
regarding the matter stated that he 
knew nothing whatever about it. The 
papeis in the case were drawn in the 
company's legal 
department 
in San 


Francisco and forwarded to Reno to 
be filed by the company's local attor- 
neys, Mack & Farrmgton. 


A number of mining men were in- 


terviewed by the Journal 
yesterday 


and a number of instances were cited 
where the railroad company had com- 
menced a similar action against pros- 
pectors1 and in each case the locators 
of the giound won the 'suits.

HE SOUTHERN PACIFIC is_ installing a new signal 


system, known as the "electric train istaff system," 


from Rocklin to Truchee, a distance of 97 miles, over the 
Sierra Nevada Mountains. Signal Engineer W. W. Slater, ! 
under whose direction the new system is being instaliecr, 
looks for a great improvement in the handling of trains 
over this mountain division, on which there are some 40 
miles of snow sheds. Mr. Slater believes that a reduction 


of fully two hours can be made over the present time of 
freight trains between Rocklin and Truckee under the op- 
eration of the electric train staff system. 
There is a 


single track movement of about 20 trains per day each 
way over the mountain, and the miles of snowsh'eds are 
i 


now fully protected by a complete block and telephone 
signal system, but this will be increased by the addition 
of the electric train staff system, which is made by the 
Union Switch arid Signal Co. Accidents cannot occur un- 
der the staff system, as each block is absolutely protec- 
ted by automatic methods. 
The Southern Pacific will 


install this system only between Rocklin and Truckee 
for the present, and it is expected that it will be ready 
for operation by October 1st. The cost of the electric train 
staff system will aggregate perhaps about $35,000.

THE MANCHURIAN ARMIES 


T 


ORRENTIAL RAINS have made it impossible for the 


armies in Manchuila to indulge in extensive move- 


ments for some weeks. 
Whether they have wished to 


move, the world does not know, but it has been apparent 
for a long time that the next step in the great war game 
has been arrange 1 and that nothing but the pleasure of 
the elements- and the wishes ot the contending govern- 
ments have to be consulted. 


If at is the intention of either or both sides to con- 


tinue hostilities dunng the period of the peace negotia- 
tions, we may look for a forward movement by one side 
or the other so soon as the rains cease and the roads 
harden. 
Such a movement would in all probability be 


_ inaugurated by the Japanese. 
They have been on the 


offensive throughout the entire war, with the single ex- 
ception of the occasion when Kuropatkin started south- 
ward from Mukden last fall and was hurled back like 
so much driftwood before a mighty current. 


It does not seem likely that a great battle will occur, 


but It is not impossible. The peace envoys may take the 
matter up and arrange an armistice, but the Japanese 
have expressed themselves as being opposed to cessation 
of hostilities until a treaty of peace shall have been con- 
cluded, while the Russians have shown no desire to have 
operations formally suspended. The latter appear will- 
ing to'permit the status quo to be maintained, but they 
haye not .manifested a desire to have hostilities called off. 


General Linevitch has been sending dispatches to St. 


Petersburg for some weeks in which he has expressed 
confidence in his ability to defeat Oyama, and he seems 
to desire an opportunity to try conclusions. He has ad- 
vised the Czar 'that his force is in good condition; that 
the men are anxious to fight; that the position of the 
army is impregnable, and that everything is favorable to 


, winning a victory. Under the stimulus of such advices 
, from the front the Czar may be willing to take another 
, \ chance, in {be hope of thereby influencing the peace ne- 


gotiations.

They ask why college men should not 
start out as bail players instead of 
clerking- at $6 a week. A good ball 
player can earn from $4000 to $6000 
a year. 


"A few years ago," says Professor 


Nelsoln, "it would have been regarded 
as something worthy of serious com- 
ment if a graduate of a college, should 
become a professional ball player. It 
would have been thought that such 
conduct was equivalent to joining a 
circus or a minstrel troupe. While it is 
true that ball playiing for money is 
not disgraceful, the employment, nev- 
ertheless, is not of the highest order. 
A ball player is not only an enter- 
tainer, but an entertainer of a com- 
paratively low grade. He is a physical 
e'.ntertainer. He pleases by his agility 
and his strength."

Tortoise shells valued at $5000 each, 


are not a common occurrence even in 
their native localities, yet there is one 
in this city for which the above named 
sum has been offered and refused. The 
shell is owned by Herr C. C. Hinze of I 
the Wallstab saloon and was found 
by him in the Orange River Coliny, 
South Africa, about ten months ago. 


The shell is of the black diamond 


variety, so called from the figure of 
a large black diamond formed by the 
stripes on the 'top of it. It was pro- 
nounced by experts at the Smithson- 
ian Institute to be in the neighbor- 
hood of seven hundred years old and 
considered one of the finest specimens 
of its kind in the world. An offer of 
five thousand dollars from the direc- 
tors of the Smithsonian Institute was 
refused by Mr. Hinze, who declines to 
part with it at any price. It has been 
said by experts who have examined 
the shell that a larger variety of fig- 
ures are formed by the markings on 
the shell than are to be found on any 
other shell in existence. 


The shell is about the 
size of a 


man's fist and is not of the ordinary 
flat shape, but conforms more close- 
ly to that of a semi-ellipsoid. When

'Idaho Woman Writes Anxious 


Letter Regarding Son Who 


Started For Death Valley 


Effle P. Miller of Burke, Idaho, has 


written to the Journal asking for in- 
formation 
regarding 
the finding _of 


four bodies in Death Valley a few 
weeks ago One of them she1 believes 
is that of her son. The young man. 
with a party of five other prospectors 
left Salt Lake on June 27 for Death 
Valley, taking two burros along to 
haul their supplies. Late last month 
the remains of the burros and four 
men were found in the valley. Near 
by the two remaining members of the 
party were found in such a condition 
that they died shortly afterward. This 
is learned from a report sent out at 
that time. Since then several more 
bodies have been found as will be 
noted from the following letter ad- 
dressed to the editor of the Bullfrog 
Miner from Big Pine, California, un- 
der -date of July 20th: 


"On July 1st we found three men 


on the very north end of Death Val- 
ley. 
Two were dead and the other 


lived about one hour after we gave 
him water. He could not talk so we 
were unable to find out their names. 
One of our party says one of the men 
he has known for twenty years, he is 
Hargrave of Bullfrog. 
On him we 


found $127.50 in coin; on the other 
two $35. Now if you can find out who 
their friends are we will gladly give 
them all we -found. We dug a grave 


k and gave the boys a prospector's bur- 
lial on the desert and placed a head- 


board out of a box at the head, bearing 
the long name: 


"Believed to be Captain Hargrave 


and companions.' Yours truly,

ils land grant. This .selection on the 
part of the railroad company was sub- 
sequently cancelled by reason of the 
mineral location; which takes a prior 
right over the company's claims. The 
miners in the district state that under 
the law the 'selection of the Ingalls 
section by the Central Pacific should 
be cancelled by reason of the mining 
location made by Mr. Ingalls and his 
associates. 


Mr. Bowen took the matter of his 


claim tip with Commissioner RicharJs 
of the general land office and received 
the following- reply to his communi- 
cation, which establishes the priority 
of the prospector's right to the prop- 
erty:

HARRIMAN BERIND IT. 


A well-known eastern capitalist who 


is interested in the Olinghouse dis- 
trict last evening gave out the fol- 
lowing statement regarding the 'suit 
filed yestarday morning:
